LULU  ISLAND  LANDS  BY-LAW. 

A Hy-Late  to  provide  for  tin 1 leasing  of  certain  Cor- 
porate Lands  on  Lain  Island. 

WHEREAS  by  the  “New  Westminster  Act,  1888, 
Amendment  Act,  1889,”  it  is  provided  that, 
with  the  consent  of  the  electors  of  the  City  of  New 
Westminster,  the  Council  of  the  said  city  may  lease 
real  property  belonging  to  the  Corporation  on  Lulu 
Island  ; 

And  whereas  it  is  desirable  to  make  provisions  for 
leasing  such  property  ;

3.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Council  to  lease  to  any 
person  or  persons,  body  or  bodies  corporate,  any  one 
or  more  of  the  said  lots  or  parcels  of  land  upon  such 
terms  as  the  said  Council  may  by  resolution  deter- 
mine : Provided,  however,  that  every  such  lease  shall 
contain  the  following  provisions,  that  is  to  say  : — 

(1.)  No  lease  shall  be  for  a longer  term  than  fifty 
years  : Provided  that  any  lessee  under  this  By-law 
shall  have  the  right,  at  the  expiration  of  his  lease,  as 
above  mentioned,  to  renew  such  lease  for  such  further 
term  and  on  such  conditions  as  the  Council  may  by 
resolution  determine.

ROAD  TAX  BY-LAW. 


\ \ ’ HEREAS  it  is  expedient  and  necessary  that  a 
YV  Road  Tax  be  imposed  oil  male  residents  within 
[the  Municipality  of  Maple  Ridge  ; 

I Therefore  the  Reeve  and  Council  enacts  as  follows  : 

1.  That  all  male  persons  between  the  ages  of  21  and 
50,  residing  within  the  limits  of  the  Municipality, 
[shall  pay  the  sum  of  §2  each  yearly  as  Road  Tax. 

2.  That  said  tax  shall  become  due  and  payable  on 
the  1st  day  of  July  in  each  year  to  the  Collector. 

3.  That  the  collection  of  said  tax  shall  be  governed 
according  to  tlie  Municipality  Act  of  1891,  as  defined 
in  sections  148,  149,  150,  151,  152  and  153. 

4.  That  the  “Statute  Labour  By-Law  ” of  the  Muni- 
cipality is  hereby  repealed. 

This  by-law  shall  be  cited  as  the  “Road  Tax  By- 
i Law,  1891.”
